This site was identified by community residents as a problem area 
with numerous calls for illegal dumping collection. We are working with 
Sanitation to have more signs installed in other parts of the district.

Councilmember Cedillo received a letter from LAPD regarding a problem location 
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in the Mount Washington Area known as "Kite Hill." This area has had a 
persistent problem with vehicles pulling off the road and parking on the unpaved 
shoulder, or side of the road. They have received various complaints from local 
residents in this area about illegal activity and disturbances, and the large 
amount of trash that is frequently left behind by solicitors. 

Working with City Departments, we were able to install guard rails on the hill and 
security gates, which will control access to the point after hours.
